IV. 

There are four dialects to the Dakota language : the San tee, 
Yankton, Teton and Assiniboin. Each of these dialects has slight 
differences, not sufficient to prevent Dakotas from understanding 
each other. To give these differences would require additional 
characters to present fully ; but this has not been attempted as the 
differences are slight. The dictionary follows in the main the Santee 
dialect, with which the author is most familar. The other dialects 
differ from it in extent, in the order named. The number of different 
words used in the different dialects is small. The different words 
used by the Yanktons and Tetons have been mostly noted. The 
number of words pronounced differently is very large, especially in 
the Teton dialect. No attempt has been made to give all these. A 
few have been noted to give the student an idea of the changes. 
In the other three dialects the sound of I never occurs, but the Teton 
changes all the ds and many of the ns into I ; so Dakota becomes 
Lakota ; nina, very, becomes Ula. In the Yankton one of the most 
notable changes is that hd of the Santee becomes kd, and this in the 
Teton becomes gh Thus, hda, go home y in Yankton becomes kda, 
and in Teton f la. 

No attempt has been made to give the peculiarities of the Assini- 
boin dialect, as our knowledge of it is too limited. 

A fuller account of the differences in the dialects may be found in 
Dr. S. R. Riggs' "Dakota Grammar/ 7 and a larger number of the 
different words in his Dakota-English Dictionary, both of which are 
published by the " Smithsonian Institution," Washington, D. C. 

When a ends a word it is often changed to e, principally for 
euphony, as t* kta, to \e kta. 



TO READ DAKOTA. 

The Dakota is an easy language to read if one will learn the 
sounds of the letters, and stick to them. 

The division of the words into syllables is simple. As a rule 
every vowel ends a syllable. The following are the exceptions : 

1 . The nasal n always closes a syllable ; as ka-hin-ta, sweep ; wo* 
tai)-ii), news.

2. A syllable, contracted by dropping the vowel, is attached to the 
preceding syllable, thus making it close with a consonant. Ex.: 
I-pih-ya, cause to boil, is contracted from i-pi-ga, boil, and ya, cause. 

3. The words en, in, and is, he, she or it, and their compounds, do 
not close the syllable with a vowel. 

Accent is very important in Dakota. A misplaced accent is as 
bad as a mispronounced letter. Indeed a change of accent often 
changes the meaning of a word; as, ma'-ga means field, whereas 
ma-ga' means goose. 

Most Dakota words are accented on the second syllable ; and, in 
this dictionary, such are not marked. Then, all words commencing 
with wo are accented on the first syllable, and such are not marked. 
The accent on all other words is marked, and the student should 
carefully note such. 

FORMING SENTENCES. 

1. The construction of the simple sentence, composed of the bare 
subject and predicate, is the same as in English. Ex.: Zitkadan do- 
wanpl, birds sing. Wa skan, snow melts. 

2. Where the subject has qualifying words they follow the word 
they qualify. Ex.: Wicasta ksapa kin la, the wise man talks. Zitkadan 
onge dowanpi, some birds sing. 

3. When the predicate has qualifying words they immediately 
precede the verb. Ex.: Jane olyokiplya dowan, Jane sings beautifully. 

Exceptions. — (a) The sign of the future, kta, follows the verb. 
Ex. : John hi kta, John will come. 

(b) The negative, sol, follows ; as, u sol, do not come. 

(c) llin, very, and its compounds hinca and ftca, follow the verb ; 
as, wayazanke hin, is very sick. 

(d) Connective adverbs which imply a succeeding clause follow 
the verb and all other qualifiers. Ex.: Yahi kte sol kinhan, mde kta, 
if you wUl not come, I will go. 

4. When the verb has an object, it precedes the verb but follows 
the subject. Ex.: John James apa, John struck James. 

5. When the object has qualifying words, they follow it. Ex.: 
John tahca cepa topa o, John shot four fat deer. 



6. Where a number of words qualify either subject or object, 
they generally follow in the inverse order of the English. Ex.: 
danktanka clstinaa ska wan canpakmlluiia wldnyanaa Ista-teto oziiaan 
yoedoban, a little white horse drew a wagon full of blue-eyed girls. 

7. An interrogative sentence is distinguished by closing it with 
the word he. Ex.: HoksMan waste, he is a good boy. HoksMan waste 
he, is A* agoodboyt 

8. An imperative sentence is distinguished by ending it with wo 
osr ye. The women use ye and the men generally wo. Ex.: Dea a 
wo* come here. Taspan wan majpi yt, please give me an apple. 

The signs of the interrogative and imperative sentences are some- 
times omitted, and the fact left to be determined by the connection 
or tone of voice. However, the rising inflection is never given for 
an interrogation, but rather the opposite. 



Parts of Speech. 



NOUNS. 



Dakota nouns make no change of form on account of number or 
case, and but seldom of gender. 

Number is shown by numerals or other adjectives. Ex.: Tlpl wan- 
zi, one house. Tip! ota, many houses. 

The Case, whether objective or nominative is shown, by the relative 
position in the sentence, as already explained. The possessive case 
is shown by following the word with tawa, his. Ex.: Tip! de John 
tawa, this is John's house. Sometimes the pronoun tawa is contracted 
to ta and prefixed to the principal noun ; never to the possessive. 
Ex.: Joha tahanpa ku, he gave him John's moccasins. Sometimes 
again the possessive case is shown only by position. Ex.: He sonka 
pa, that is a dog's head. 

Gender is not distinguished in most nouns. Those referring to 
different classes of human beings and a very few of the animals are

distinguished. Ex.: Wlcasta, wan. Wlnohlnca, woman. Hehaka, male 
elk. Upan, female elk. If it is desired to indicate the sex of any 
neuter noun, wlca and winyan are added for human beings, and 
mdoka and wiyc for animals. Ex.: Hokslyopa wica, a male child. 
Sonka mdoka, a male dog. Occasionally they are compounded ; as, 
tamdoka, a male deer ; tawiye, a female deer. Female proper names 
very often take the termination win (contraction of winyan); as, 
Tatedatawin. The same name, Tatedota, Scarlet-Wind, is often given 
to men, but wica (male) is never added to it, nor is it to any other 
name for men. 

Simple, derivative, and compound nouns are all found in Dakota ; 
but the study of the language has progressed so little that there is 
yet much to do before a full presentation of them can be given. 
We, however, state some of the most common ways in which nouns 
are formed. 

Wo prefixed to an adjective or verb transforms it into an abstract 
noun. Ex.: Waste, good: wowaste, goodness. Ka'ta, hot: wokata, 
heat. Kkixa, fight : wokicixe, a fight. By prefixing wica instead of 
wo the object is limited to man ; as, kte, hiU : wokte, slaughter : 
wlcokte, human slaughter. 

prefixed to a verb makes it a verbal noun, with about the same 
effect as prefixing the definite article in English ; as, iynwega, cross : 
oiynwega, the crossing. Occasionally it is prefixed to an adjective 
with the same force. 

Wa prefixed to a transitive verb changes it into a noun, signifying 
the agent; as, apa, strike : waapa, striker. Sometimes the plural form 
of the verb is used, making the prefix wica, instead of wo ; as, yasica, 
to slander : wlcayasica, a slanderer. 

1, prefixed to an active verb, makes a noun signifying the instru- 
ment by which the action is done ; as, kahinta, sweep : Icahinte, 
broom; yumdo, to plow: iyamdu, a plow. 

The third person plural of any verb may be used as a verbal noun ; 
as, man], walk : maoipl, walking. 

Kla, after any adjective, noun or clause, shows it is used as a 
noun.

Dan (F. aa; T. la) is often suffixed to nouns, verbs and adjectives. 
It is a diminutive, and is generally attached to the last word in the 
clause, but refers to the leading noun, whether subjective or objec- 
tive ; as, John slyo wan ttedan, John killed a little prairie chicken. 

Compound nouns are numerous and may be made of any part of 
speech. Sometimes of two nouns; as, watapeta {fire boat), steam- 
boat; sometimes of a noun and adjective: as, haaapa (black skin), 
negro ; sometimes of a noun and verb : as, nemaal (walks on land), 
railway train. 

PRONOUNS. 

The personal pronouns are generally incorporated in the verb ; and 
the objective are different from the subjective ; and in incorporate 
pronouns the third person singular is never expressed, and only the 
sign of the plural for the third person plural. 

The subjective incorporate pronouns are: ya, thou; wa, I; ya-pl, 
you; no-pi, we. Ex.: Kte, he kills; yakte, you kill; wakte, / kill; 
ktepl, they km ; unttepl, we kill. 

The objective incorporate pronouns are : nl, thee ; ma, me ; nl-pl, 
you; on-pi, us. Ex.: Nltte, he kills thee; matte, he kills me; niktepi, 
he kills you ; unttepl, he kills us. 

When both are incorporated they are as follows : lei, he—himself; 
ol-pi, he-you; on-pl, he— us; maya, thou— me; wicaya, thou— them; 
onya-pi, thou-us; oicl, thou— thyself ; mlci, I-nyself; wlcawa, I— 
them; d-pl, I-you; icl-pi, they— themselves ; oi-pl, they-thee, or you; 
ma-pl f they-me; wica-pl, they them; on— pi, they-us; olcl-pl, you— 
yourselves; maya-pl, you— me; wicaya-pl, you— them; onya-pi, you— 
us; onklcl-pi, we- ourselves ; v unoi-pi, we— thee; wicon-pl, we-them; 
onol-pi, we— you. 

When we reach the verb further examples of incorporate pronouns 
will be given. 

Separate Personal Pronouns are also found in Dakota. They are : 
Miye or mis, I; nlye or old, thou; iye or Is, fa? or she; onkiyepi, us; 
nlyepi, you; iyepi, them. Ex.: lye, olye qa miye onyanpf tta, he, you 
and I will go. The same pronouns are used for the objective case. 
Ex.: lye, nlye qa miye kapl, they meant him, thee and me. 
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The Possessive Personal Pronouns are : Tawa, his; nltawa, thy or 
thine; mitawa, my or mine; tawapl, their or theirs; nftawapi, your or 
yours; ankttawapi, our or ours. Ex.: Tip! tawa, his house. The 
possessive pronouns are often prefixed to the noun, in which case 
the syllable wa and often the two syllables tawa are stricken out. 
Ex.: Slha, /oot; tasiha, his foot; mislha, my /oot; tasfhapl, their feet. 
Ma'ga, field ; mita'maga, my field. Sometimes the first person singular 
is contracted to ma instead of mi ; as, mapa, my head. 

There is also a Possessive Personal Pronoun that is incorporated 
in the verb. It is: Id, his ; ye, thy; we, mine. Ex.: John pte kikte, 
John hilled his cow. 

The demonstrative pronouns are de. this, and he, that; dena, these, 
and hena, those. Also ka, that, and kaaa, those. They have also a 
number of compounds, as: decea, like this; deceedan, this alone; 
deoaos, these two; denakeca, these many. 

The interrogative pronouns are tuwe, who; taka, what; takte, which; 
anmantnkte, which or whether; tooa, tooaka, tooakeca, how many. The 
above are either subjective or objective. The only possessive is tuwe 
taw*, whose. 

The only definitive relative pronoun is he, that, who, which, what, 
whose. Ex. : Wlaohlnca wayaianke clfcon he wanna asai, the woman 
who was sick is now recovered. Any of the interrogative pronouns 
may be used as indefinite relative pronouns. Ex.: Tawe kte kin tanyan 
adoayapi, who killed him is weU known. 

The indefinite pronouns are nearly all the equivalents of the English, 
and are used much like adjectives. 



VEEBS. 

In Dakota the pronoun is incorporated in the verb, but for the 
third person singular no incorporate pronoun is used. Therefore, 
for the bare form of the verb we look to the third person singular, 
and not to the infinitive as in English, and that is the form in the 
Dictionary. Thus, if you look for the verb come you will find a. 
That means he comes. Then van means you come ; wan, I come ; upl, 
they come; yaapf, you come; ankapi, we come. From this you see 



the incorporate subjective pronouns are: ya, thou; wa, // ya--pl, 
you ; un—pi, we. Also yon will note that the sign of the plural, pi, 
is added to the third personal plural, to distinguish it from the third 
person singular, and that in the first person plural k is inserted for 
euphony. 

If the verb is transitive, the objective pronouns are also inserted. 
They are : ai, thee; ma, me; wica, them; ol-pi, you; uij-pl, us. As 
an example take the verb kte, kill. 

He kills him, kte; he hills thee, nlkte ; he kills me, makte ; he hills 
them, wlcakte ; he kills you, niktepi ; he kills us, nnktepi. Thou kUlest 
him, yakte ; tlwu killest me, mayakte ; thou killest them, wicayakte ; 
thou killest us, unyaktepi. I kill him, wakte ; I kill thee, clktc ; / kill 
them, wicawakte ; / kill you, ciktepi. They hill him, ktcpl ; they hill 
thee, niktepi; they kill me, maktepi; they hiU them, wicaktepi; tliey 
hill you, niktepi ; they hill us, unktepl. You kill him, yaktepl ; you 
hill me, mayaktepi; you hill them, wicayaktepi; you kill us, unyaktepi. 
We kill him, anktepl ; we kiU thee, unniktepl ; we hill them, wlcunktepi ; 
we hill you, ui) niktepi. 

Besides the singular and plural numbers given above, the Dakota 
has also the dual number. It consists of the person speaking and 
the person spoken to, and only in the subjective case, and is there- 
fore equivalent to we two. In form it is the same as the plural 
without the plural ending pL Thus, take the verb wanka, lie down : 
unwankapi is we lie down : and unwanna, we two lie down. Intransi- 
tive verbs like this can only take one form. Transitive verbs can 
take the third person plural objective pronoun. Thus, with the verb 
kte, kiUj two dual forms may be used: unkte, we hill him; and 
wlcunkte, we kiU them. No one verb takes more than these two 
forms. 

The relative position of incorporate pronouns should be noted. 
The objective, as a rule, precedes ; as, mayakte, you kill me. There 
is one exception. The first person plural pronoun always precedes 
the second person, whether subjective or objective. Ex.: Unnlktepi, 
we hill you. 

The position of the pronouns in the verb must also be noted. So 
far the verbs selected have had the pronouns prefixed, and the most 
Dakota verbs have the pronouns prefixed. But a large number of 
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verbs insert them after the first syllable. Ex.:. Maul, walk; mayani* 
you walk, etc. A few verbs insert the pronouns after the second 
syllable. Ex.: Italian, give away; Itawahan, I give away, etc. 

The sign of the plural, pi, is always placed at the end of the verb. 
Ex.: Ynta, eat; uqyntapl, we eat. When an adverbial particle is 
attached to the verb, it is placed after the sign of the plural. Ex.: 
The diminutive particle dan. Hokslyopa ceyapidan, the little babies 
ery. 

Contractions resulting from the incorporation of the pronouns are 
quite numerous. 1. Where wa and ya come before ki the two sylla- 
bles are contracted to we and ye ; as, wehdega for waklhdega, I over- 
take ; and ayekton za for ayaktkton £a, you forget. 

2. Where the pronouns come before y in the second person, yay is 
changed to d, and in the first person way to md. Ex.: Yatkan, drink, 
becomes datkan, you drink; and mdatkan, I drink, lyotanka, sits, 
becomes Idotanka, you sit ; imdotaijka, / sit. One of the verbs of this 
class, ynta, eat, drops its first syllable and prefixes the pronouns 
without change ; as, yata, you eat; wata, / eat. 

SECOND GLASS. 

So far we have spoken only of one class of verbs ; those which 
have the corporate pronoun wa, /, for the first person singular sub- 
jective. We come now to speak of another class, in which the first 
person singular is ma. The class is not very numerous, being mostly 
intransitive verbs, and not all of them. Ex.: Asal, get well; aoisnl, 
you get well ; amasni, I get well ; asolpl, they get weU ; aolsnlpl, you 
get well ; unkasoipl, we get well. Istinma, sleep ; alstinma, mlstinma, 
etc. Wayaianka, sick; waniyazanka, wamayazanka, etc. 

A number of verbs in this class make changes in incorporating 
the pronoun. 

1. Simply drop the pronoun vowel. Ex.: Uo, use ; nun, thou usest; 
man, I use. Ihdahomoi, turn self around; mlduhomal, / turn myself 
around, etc. Most reflective verbs commencing with Ihd take this 
form. 

2. Some, in addition to dropping the vowel of the pronoun, drop 
the succeeding consonant in the verb. Ex.: Yanka, is situated; 
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aianka, / am situated. Owlnia, spread to lie on ; omii)2a, I spread to 
lie on, etc. Iwanga, ask, changes also the succeeding vowel a to o ; 
thus, tamga, thou askest; imonga, I ask. In the incorporation of the 
objective pronoun the consonant y is restored ; as, Iniayaaonga, thou 
askest me. 

3. There are a few verbs which suffix the pronouns, with other 
changes. Ex.: In, wear, prefixes h and suffixes the pronouns, thus : 
Mnnl, thou wear est; Irinmi, I wear. Ecln, consider; ecaqml, I con- 
sider, etc. Earn, do ; ecanon, you do ; ecamon, / do. 

Eya, say, together with its compounds heya and keya, are alike, but 
still more irregular. Eha, thou sayest ; cpa, I say. Ehapl, you say ; 
nnkeyapi, we say. 

THIRD CLASS. 

To this class belong what are called adjective and substantive 
verbs, which have the same set of incorporate pronouns as the 
Second Class, and we speak of them separately because of the pecu- 
liarity of their formation and the great extent to which they are 
used. Any adjective or noun may be so used. 

The construction is much the same as the use in English of the 
adjective and substansive verbs with the copula. But in Dakota 
the copula is omitted. Thus : John is tall, in Dakota is John hanska. 
Here is a complete sentence, a definite assertion, with what appears 
to be only a noun and adjective. But hanska is here more than an 
adjective, or it would not be an assertion. The two words are used 
to assert that John is tall. It is then more than an adjective. It is 
a complete predicate, and combines the powers of adjective and 
verb. 

Perhaps a clearer analysis would be to say that it is predicate 
adjective, and that in Dakota the copula is understood with predi- 
cate adjectives and nouns. 

These predicates, from the nature of the case, have no objective 
pronouns, and, as already stated, the subjective incorporate pro- 
nouns are of the Second Glass. And, like other classes, they are 
incorporated between different syllables. Ex.: Waste, he is good; 
niwaste, thou art good; mawaste, / am good; wastepi, they are good; 
niwastepi, you are good; ui) wastepi, we are good. Dakota, he is a 
Dakota; Damakota, lama Dakota ; Daolkota, thou art a Dakota, etc. 
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In some instances the student may be at a loss to know whether 
an adjective or a noun is in the predicate or not. For instance, does 
John hanska mean John is tall or tall John. It might mean either, 
and so is ambiguous. But in fact one need seldom be in doubt. In 
this case, if the connection shows that John hanska is a complete 
sentence, it must mean John is tail. Whereas if another predicate 
follows, and the full sentence is, John hanska wanna hi, then hanska 
is only an adjective, and the translation is, Tall John has come. 

TENSE. 

As we have now seen, inflections in the form of the verb show 
very fully the person and number to which it relates. In the matter 
of time and mode no changes are made in the form of the verb. 
Tense and mode are shown by auxiliaries and not by inflection. 

The time expressed in the body of the verb is aorist, that is, inde- 
finite, completed time. And it is used both for the past and present. 
Ex.: Wanhinkpe wakage, I made an arrow. 

The definite time is often shown by circumstances. Ex.: (Pre- 
sent) Taku yakaga he ? what are you making t Wanhinkpe wakaga, I 
am making an arrow. Sometimes it is shown by adverbs of time. 
Ex.: (Preterits) fftanlhan wanhinkpe wakaga, yesterday I made an 
arrow. {Perfect) Wanna mdnstan, I have finished it. If the present 
tense is to be distinguished, dehan is the most definite word, though 
wanna is also used. 

Future time is shown by the auxiliary kta, which is placed imme- 
diately after the verb. Ex.: Wakage kta, I will make it. 

The future perfect has no regular form of expression. Sometimes 
it is not distinguished from the future. Ex.: Do good and you will 
not have lived in vain f taku waste econ, ka Itnya yani kte sni. Some- 
times wanna is introduced as in the present perfect. Ex.: Will he 
have collected enough money t Mazaska iye wanna mnaye kta he. 

MODES. 

As already stated there are no changes of inflection to designate 
different modes. The Indicative is the regular form, the only one I 
have so far referred to. 
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The Subjunctive Mode, being one of conditional assertion, is made 
by adding kiohan, unkaos; sta, kes, or some other conditional con- 
junction to the end of the clause. Ex.: Yah! soi kinhan, fade kte sol, 
if you do not come, I will not go. 

The Dakota is not adapted to the classification of a Potential Mode. 
The different senses of our English auxiliaries would require many 
more auxiliary verbs in Dakota. Ex.: I can (am able to) go, mda 
owakihl. I can (am permitted to) go, mda lyowinmakiyapl. Then 
again, many potential clauses are paraphrased in Dakota. Ex.: It 
may be so, okini heceta. Whatever may happen, toketa ceyas. 

The Imperative Mode is formed by placing certain particles imme- 
diately after the bare form of the verb. The regular particles used 
are wo and ye, in the singular, and po and pe in the plural. Wo and 
po are used in command, and ye and pe in entreaty. For propriety's 
sake the women never use the former. Ex. : U wo, come. U ye, do 
come (or please come). These are said only to a single person. 

With transitive verbs the Imperative takes the objective pronouns. 
Ex. When a single person is spoken to : Ku wo, give it to him. 
When more than one is spoken to : Wlcaku po, give it to them. 

Instead of pe, mlye is sometimes used, and this again is sometimes 
contracted to m. Ex.: Instead of Inyanka pe, run, they sometimes 
say inyanka mlye, and sometimes inyankam. 

Sometimes the sign of the Imperative is omitted. 

THE INFINITIVE. 

When the Infinitive is the object of a verb the root form is used. 
Ex.: U cin, he wants to come. 

There is no sign of the Infinitive, but the sign of the future is 
generally used. Ex.: U kta cin, he wants to come. 

The Infinitive takes the incorporate pronouns. Ex.: Klcizapl cinpi, 
they want to fight. Wicakizapi cinpi, tJiey want to fight them. 

When the infinitive is the subject of another verb it takes the 
form of the third person plural. Ex.: Wanyakapi he wicadapl ee, to 

see is to believe.

THE PARTICIPLE. 

The Present Participle takes the root form of the verb. Ex.: Ho* 
ksMan wan Inyanka wanmdaka, J^ato a fcoy running. 

The Pas* Participle takes the form of the third personal plural. 
Ex.: Wlcasta nakaha ktcpi iyewaya, I discovered a man just killed. 

The transitive participle takes an object. Taftca ktrte unklpl, we 
went shooting deer. 

THE PASSIVE VOICE. 

The Dakota verb has no distinctive form for the Passive Voice. 
Instead of saying : / was struck by John, they say, John struck me, 
John amapa. 

Where the form is the indefinite passive the third person plural 
active is always used. Ex.: John was struck, John apapl; that is, 
they struck John. He was a man that was loved, wlcasta wastedapi 
heca. 

OTHER VERBAL MODIFICATIONS. 

The Dakota verb has some other modal changes peculiar to the 
language. Sometimes a syllable is repeated to indicate repetition 
of action. Ex.: Apa, strike ; apapa, strike repeatedly. The accented 
syllable is generally repeated. 

Then there is a set of causative incorporate verbal prefixes which 
show the manner of the action. They are : ba, bo, ka, na, pa, ya and 
yo. Ba means it is done with a sawing motion ; bo, by a blowing, 
shooting or punching motion ; ka, by a striking or sweeping motion ; 
na, by kicking or bursting ; ya, by biting ; yu, in an indefinite man- 
ner. These prefixes are attached to verbal roots, neuter verbs and 
adjectives. Ex.: Ksa (root), separate; baksa, separate by cutting; 
boksa, by blowing, etc. Ska (adj.), white; yuska, make white. T*» 
die ; kata, cause to die by striking. 

There is also a causative suffix, ya, with the same meaning as the 
prefix ya. Thus: nazln, stand; yunaiin and naiiijya, are both used 
for, cause to stand. Some verbs take the suffix and some the prefix ; 
rarely either may be used. The suffix can only be used with other 
verbs.

ADJECTIVES. 

The Dakota adjective, like the noun, is not declined. There are 
no changes for person, number, or case. 

Comparison is shown by qualifying words : sanpa, more, and iyotai), 
most. Ex.: Good, waste; better, sanpa waste; best, iyotai) waste. 

Another form is sometimes used. If one asks, Which is the larger t 
he says, tukte tanka? And if the other replies, This is larger than 
that, he says, de tanka he clstinna. 

Reduplication of a syllable expresses much the same idea as with 
the verb, but as it implies the plural, it is sometimes spoken of as 
the plural. Ex. : Mdo wasteste, nice potatoes. The true sense is 
doubtless, potatoes successively nice. 

The plural ending pi is often attached to adjectives, but as we 
understand, it is a verbal termination, and is properly attached only 
to verbal adjectives. Ex.: Wlcasta wastepi, they are good men. Wl- 
casta waste hlpl, good men Ivave come. 

ADVERBS. 

Adverbs need cause the student no trouble, as there are few 
changes from the form found in the dictionary. As in English, they 
qualify verbs, adjectives and other adverbs. 

Their position is immediately before the word they qualify. Ex.: 
He did well, tanyan econ. There are a few exceptions to this rule. 

(a) The negative sol, not; and hinca, very, follow the words they 
qualify. Ex.: Ecamon sot, I did not do it. Tanka hlnca, very large. 

(b) Interrogative pronouns are the first words in the sentence. Ex.: 
Tokeca oltapi kta he. Why will ye die f (c) He, which might be 
called an interrogative exclamation, always closes the sentence. 
Ex.: Yau he. Are you coming t 

The number of primitive adverbs in Dakota is not large, but the 
facility of forming derivatives is ready and well improved. They 
may be formed from any part of speech, but are largely formed from 
adjectives, verbs, pronouns and adverbs. 

1. The suffix ya (or yan) attached to an adjective or verb transforms 
it into an adverb with much the effect as the suffix ly in English. 
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Ex.: Slca, bad; slcaya,&a<%. lyuskin, rejoice ; iyusklnyan, rejoicingly. 
Sometimes there is a contraction : Onsika, poor ; onsiya, poorly. 

2. The demonstrative pronouns are transformed into a large num- 
ber of adverbs, mostly by suffixes. 

(a) The suffix en, in, contracted makes den, here, and hen, there ; 
also tukten, where, and kan, yonder, etc. 

(b) The suffixes kl, cl, Idya and ciya make adverbs used with verbs 
of motion. Ex.: Kaki, that way ; deciya, this way. 

(c) The suffixes ken and ceo make adverbs of manner. Ex.: Decen, 
in this manner. Kaken, in that manner. 

(d) The suffixes nan and ban form adverbs of time and locality. 
Each may refer to time or place, which is to be determined by the 
connection. Han conveys the idea of at; nan of to. Thus: hehan, 
at that time, or at that place ; hehan, to that time, or to that place. 
Ex.: Hehan ecamon kta, I will do it at that time (then) ; hehan ehde 
kta, he will set it up at that place (there). Hehan wanl klnhan, if I live 
to that time (HU tlten) ; hehan wai kinhan, if I go to (reach) that place. 

To form adverbs from other adverbs there are a number of suffixes 
used. Tkiya has about the same force as the English suffix wards. 
Ex.: kun, down; kuntldya, downwards. The suffix yan has the force 
of to. Ex.: Hehan, there; hehanyan, to there. Sometimes they are 
accumulative, with only the object of holding to the idea. Ex.: 
Dehan, now ; dehanta, at now; dehantuya, about at now; dehantnyaken, 
somewhere at about now. 

Prepositions are sometimes transformed into adverbs by suffixing 
tu, tnya, ya and wapa. Ex. : Mahenya lyotanka, he sat inside. 

PREPOSITIONS. 

Prepositions have no proper inflection, but where they govern the 
objective pronoun the pronoun is generally incorporated in the pre- 
position. Ex.: dunka niyahnahi, a dog came with you. In the union 
they are often contracted. Ex.: Mlcahda (miye icahda) lyotanka, sit by 
me. The objective pronouns are not always incorporated. Ex.: 
Mlye etldya n, he comes towards me. 

When the preposition governs nouns, or unincorporate pronouns, 
its position is not before but after the word it governs and its quali- 
fying words. Ex.: Tipi ska tanka etaijhai), /row tlie big white liouse.

There are a number of prepositions in Dakota that are incorpor- 
ated into other words. 

To nouns are affixed ta, ata and yata, all meaning at or to. Ex.: 
Tiyata un, he is at the house. Canyata iyaya, he has gone to the woods. 
Akan, on, is often suffixed. Ex.: fieakan, on the hitt. En is also 
suffixed, but generally contracted to n. Ex. : Tin n 9 come in the 
house. 

The first four vowels are used as prepositional attachments to 
intransitive verbs, enabling them to take an object, and occasionally 
to a transitive verb, enabling it to take a second object. The prefix 
a has the force of on. Ex.: Caga amani, he walked on the ice. The 
prefix e signifies to. Ex.: Atkuku ekludega, he overtook (reached to) 
his father. The prefix I means for, on account of. Ex. : Cekiya, pray ; 
Iceldya, pray for. The prefix o means in. Ex.: Kastan, pour ; oka- 
stan, pour in. 

Prepositions are both primitive and compound, but neither are 
numerous ; neither is their composition intricate. One of the most 
numerous classes of derivatives is formed from adverbs of place by 
prefixing I. Ex.: Walk behind, hekta mani; walk behind the horse, 
sunktanka ihektam mani. 

CONJUNCTIONS. 

The form and construction of conjunctions is so simple and so 
similar to the English that we need use no space for them here. 

EXCLAMATIONS. 
Exclamations are plentiful, but often local, and soon change.
